T0 BE LANDMARK 
IN PROWIBITION 


Sullivan Analyzes Candi- 
date’s Stand and Recom- 
mendations on This Out- 
standing Issue. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

Washington, August 23.—In a sense 
that not all may recognize at once, 
Governor Smith’s speech is a historic 
landmark in prohibition. The maxi- 
mum and ultimate of the changes he 
proposes is that state governments be 
permitted to manufacture and sell 
liquor ‘‘the sale to be made only by 
the state itself.” This is the pro- 
posal of the outstanding wet leader 
in the United States. It means that 
there is no important political leader 
and no political party in America 
which demands that liquor be manu- 
factured and sold by private interests 
for profit. Stated in other words, 
it means that both political parties, 
and all important political leaders, 
agree that the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating beverages by private 
interests for profit is and {forever 
shall be banned in America. 

Even if Governor Smith should be 
elected. and even if his complete pro- 


gram should be carried into effect, the 
acceptance of this stipulation would 
remain as an immense net gain in the 
long fight against liquor. Even if 
the present oscillation away from pro- 
hibition should go its extreme length, 
this net gain would remain as the 
point from which the next swing in 
favor of prohibition would start. Com- 
pared to this fundamental implication, 
all other aspects of Governor Smith’s 
speech are minor. 

The common judgment is that the 
outstanding feature of Governor 
Smith’s speech is his stand on prohi- 
bition as a whole. The equally com- 
mon judgment of politicians is that in 
this Governor Smith has been wise. 
His greatest chance to win the elec- 
tion lies in aiming to carry New 
York state and the eastern states close 
by. For this purpose his best appeal 
is the wet one that he makes. In 
making his wet appeal to the east, he 
alienates much of the west. One of 
the immediate consequences of the 
speech will be a number of announce- 
ments from the south by prominent 
persons who will say they cannot sup- 
port Smith—but these have already 
been made. These are, not to any 
extent, democratic leaders.. Their 
defetion may or may not have im- 
portant consequences in the election. 
Many of them have already practical- 
ly made up their minds, because of 
Smith’s previous record about probi- 
bition. 

To some of the most ardent wets, 
Governor Smith’s speech, when under- 
stood, will be disappointing. Some of 
the most determined wet voters are 
the least informed. Not a few of 
these have been thinking, vaguely, 
that the sale of intoxicating liquor 
would be legalized soon after Governor 
Smith’s inauguration, or at least dur- 
ing his administration. 

Actually, Governor Smith’s program 
holds out no such promise and does 
not pretend to. The only “immedi- 
ate relief’ he proposes is a change 
in the Volstead act. The act at pres- 
ent forbids the sale of any beverage 
containing more than one-half of 1 
per cent alcohol. The change pro- 
posed by Governor Smith would raise 
“one-half of 1 per cent” to some 
higher figure. He does not name the 
higher figure, but as long as the 18th 
amendment lasts the’ higher figure 
could not be more than 3 or 4 per 
cent at the extreme outside. It could 
not be high enough to be “intoxicat- 
ing” so long as that word remains 
in the constitution.

FIGURES ON FARM 
BUREAU EXPLAINED 


Auditor Reveals Situation 
on Agricultural Depart- 
ment Costs, But Stays 
Out of Controversy.

Sam J. Slate, state auditor, in a 
statement issued Thursday declared 
that he has been drawn into the con- 
troversy over the expenses of the op- 
eration of the state department of 
agriculture by the. two candidates for 
this position and declared that he has 
refused and still refuses to become 
a participant in this heated campaign. 

Mr. Slate sets forth in detail fig- 
ures he compiled covering the opera- 
tion of the state department under 
J. J. Brown for the first six months 
of 1927 and also lists the treasury 
withdrawals of Commissioner Eugene 
Talmadge for the first six months of 
1928. He stated that he had compiled 
this information at the request of J. 
F. Carroll, Atlanta, R. F. D. No. 3, 
and makes public the letter of Mr. 
Carroll and his own reply to this 
letter. 

In his statement Mr. Slate declared 
that no audit has been made of the 
state department of agriculture books 
and said he would personally not favor 
the making of an audit during a heat- 
ed political campaign. Mr. Slate said 
Commissioner Talmadge published cer- 
tain figures concerning his department 
and invited all those who wished to 
verify them to write to the auditor. He 
said Mr. Adams, in using the figures 
contained in the Slate letter to Mr.

SENATOR GEORGE 
SPEAKS AT FLORIDA 
RALLY SATURDAY 


Tallahassee, Fla., August 23.—(7)— 
At the invitation of the state demo- 
eratic executive committee, Governor 


John W. Martin will introduce Sen- 
ator Walter F. George when he 
makes the keynote speech for Florida 
democracy in Tampa Saturday night. 
The executive telegraphed his accep- 
tance to C. J. Hardee, chairman of the 
Hillsborough county executive commit- 
tee, tonight:

High lights of evidence presented 
in the probe of the councilmanic in- 
vestigation committee inquiring into 
the purchase of the 429-acre tract for 
park purposes, show the following: 

That the Perkerson heirs agreed by 
a signed statement to pay a commis- 
sion of $20,000 to J. A. Smith for 
the sale of the Perkerson tract to the 
city for park purposes. 

That J. A. Smith then associated 
Sam P. Cronheim with him as. real 
estate agent and also Charles M. 
Ford, the agreement being to split the 
commission among the three narties 
after all expenses had been paid. 

Both Smith and Cronheim testified 
that this agreement was made some 
time in July or August of last year, 
while Ford was a member of council, 
and that it was in writing and each 
received a eopy, both of which copies 
were lost or misplaced. 

The contract in question was pre- 
sented to the committee at the final 
hearing by counsel for Cronheim. It 
showed that it had been signed August 
1, 1927, at which time Ford was a 
member of city council. 

Ford, prior to presentation of the 
contract denied that any specific agree- 
ment to split commissions with him 
was made last year, but that he did 
discuss splitting some interest in the 
option in case the city did not make 
the purchase, for the purpose of put- 
ting the ‘matter over with private 


parties. 

Ford had contended that his first 
connection with the actual splitting of 
any commissions was after his conec- 
tion with council ceased and about the 
time the county paid the check. Ac- 
cording to the admissions of all three 
parties, Cronheim received $5,000 
Smith $5,000 and Ford approximate- 
ly $8,900, 

Both Smith and Cronheim contend 
that Ford’s share was to be the same 
as their own—$5,000—and that the 
additional money was turned over to 
him for expenses. What these ex- 
penses were no one yet has testified, 
with exception of a few hundred dol 
lars. Ford says he contended for $10,- 
000, saying he did the most work. 

Cronheim testified that Ford told 
him he would have to pay various 
members of council. Several of those 
mentioned were members who were 
not present when the proposition was 
voted upon or who had opposed it. He 
testified further that with exception 
of one member, who told him he had 
received $200, that he did not believe 
any of the members named had been 
paid, but that it was simply a ruse 
of Ford to receive more money for 
himself, 

When the investigation started the 
three principal parties at first refused 
to give material testimony and it was 
only after much effort that they were 
persuaded to testify. The record will 
show continual efforts on the part of 
“mith, Cronheim and Ford to with 
hold testimony. 

The record further shows that Ford 
at first declined to state whether be 
got anything or not, and further that 
when he did receive one of the $5,000 
checks the same was turned over to 
his brother, E. A. Ford, who deposited 
the same in his name, the balance 
being turned over to Ford in cash. 

Introduction of transeripts of bank 
statements of the principals involved 
in the commission split was a develop- 
ment of Thursday night. 

A member of the investigating com- 
mittee said Thursday night “the entire 
record shows that something was 
wrong with this transaction—a very 
apparent effort had been made to hide 
from the world the fact that they had 
received any commission at all (ex- 
cept Cronheim), the failure for days 
to find the paper showing the com- 
mission split agreement and the fact 
that Ford’s check went through his 
brother, all go to make up a reeord 
replete with efforts to hide and evade 
on the part of the principal parties.”

Sharp Clashes, in Which 
Witnesses, Lawyers and 
Committeemen Figure, 
Feature Meeting. 


Presentation of a contract signed 
by Charles M. Ford on August 1, 
1927, while he was still alderman 
from the tenth ward, and a state 
ment by Councilman John A. White, 
chairman of the parks committee of 
city council, that as a consequence of 
this document: the entire Perkerson 
tract deal was void brought the coun- 
cilmanic probe of the transaction to a 
dramatic and sensational close Thurs- 
day - night. 

The contract was submitted by 
Sam P. Cronheim, real estate dealer. 
who assisted in the transaction and 
who was one of those who signed the 
contract to participate in division of 
the $20,000 commission from the sale 
to the city. When it was handed to 
the committee, it caused a stir in the 
large audience gathered in the city 
council chamber. The paper also bore 
the signature of John A. Smith, at 
present president of the Sylvan Hills 
Improvement club, and was identified 
by the trio whose names appeared 
on it. 

In presenting the paper to the com- 
mittee, Cronheim announced that he 
had searched diligently for the agree- 
ment for the past several days but 
that his efforts were rewarded less 
than two hours before the last seS- 
sion of the committee was slated to 
convene. The contract called for an 
equal division of the commission from 


the sale among the three interested 
parties. 

Councilman White turned abruptly 
to newspapermen and announced that 
the contract voids purchase of the 
tract by the city and county, and thus 
paves the way for transfer of the ob- 
ligation and development of the tract 
over to the Fulton county commis- 
sion. He offered such a paper at the 
meeting of city council last Monday. 
but it was referred to the park com- 
mittee after having been attacked as 
illegal. 

Sharp clashes between attorneys 
and witnesses and between witnesses 
and members of the investigation 
committee featured the session.

Delay in transmission of the news 
to the outside world from Sunday,

day can easily be understood by those 
familiar with facilities for travel and 


| communication to Greenland. 


The two villages from which the 
plane was sighted are Fiskenaesset 
and Lichtenfels, situated not far 
apart on the southwestern coast. It 
is approximately 100 miles from Fis- 
kenaesset to Godthaab, where Gover- 
nor Petersen maintains his headquar- 
ters, and it is believed likely—al- 
though the governor’s message did not 
make it plain—that the news was 
carried from Fiskenaesset to Godthaab 
by primitive means of the north, prob- 
ably by Eskimo kayak along the coast. 

Although there is still nothing to 
indicate whether Hassell and Cramer 
made a safe landing and are well or 
whether they met disaster in coming 
down, it was cheering to know that 
apparently they actually had spanned 
the treacherous waters of Davis strait 
and had reached the Greenland coast. 


The last definite word from the plane| yp 


had indicated they were flying over 
the straits and it had heretofore been 
assumed that they fell in the water 
before sighting Greenland. — 


Chance for Landing Good. 


Because of that assumption hope 
for their safety had almost been abanh- 
doned because the United States coast 
guard cutter Marion, plying the wa- 
ters of Davis strait, had reported 
rough seas with virtually no hope that 
a plane could remain afloat. 

If, on the other hand, they act- 
ually reached the Greenland coast, as 
reported in Governor Petersen’s mes- 
sage today, it is believed the chances 
that they made a safe landing are 
hotter than even. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out here, 
today’s developments would tend to 
lend eredence to reports from the 
United States that amateur railio 
operators in several cities have been 
hearing weak messages which they 
believed were coming from Hassell 
and Cramer. 

With need for speedy reseue work 
apparent, every agency at the imme- 
diate command of Denmark and Nor- 
way have jomed in the search to- 
night. Fast motor boats were running 
the choppy water from Cape Farewell, 
on the southern tip of the island, to 
Disko bay, up the west ccast iine 
past Mount Evans, destination of the 
two aviators. 

Godthaab and Fiskenaesset 
bases for the rescue work.

port was received from them Monday, 
it was apparent they had met difficul- 
ties and were forced down. 


An extensive search, in which the 
Marion took the lead, was started but 
rough s¢as made it impossible that 
the craft could have survived many 
hours if it went down at sea, wich 
was the generai assumption. 

First News from Greenland. 


Not until today, when the long de- 
layed report from the two remote 
Greenland villages was received, was 
it known that the fliers actuallf had 
reached land. 

The sighting of the plane strength- 
ened reports that radio operators bad 
been hearing brief signals which they 
believed were from the Greater Rock- 
ford. It was believed possible that the 
plane could make a landing some- 
where along the coast if necessary. 
The craft was at least 400 mules 
south of its scheduled course, but it 
probably could have come to earth 
along the water’s edge or on the in- 
land ice cap. 

In either case the fliers might en-

KELLOGG AT DOCK 


Plymouth, England, August 23.—() 

e pact for the outlawry of war to 
be signed at Paris next Monday is “a 
step forward to civilization, a great 
moral step. a treaty over which na- 
tions must go before they can go to 
War again,” Secretary Kelloge declar- 
ed upon his arrival here today en route 
to Paris. 


_ The American secretary of state and 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King of 
Canada were accorded a civic wel- 
come by the mayor of Plymeuth and 
other dignitaries who boarded the 
steamer Ile de France for the pur- 


Replying to the welcome, Mr. Kel- 
logg said that both he and Mr. Kips 
were gratified that they should 
yoing to Paris for such a purpose. Re- 
ferring to the “end of war treaty” 
the secretary said: 

“It is not the work of any one man 
or of any one nation. It is the work 
of many nations and of many men. 
It springs from the hearts of the peo- 
ple who today are all longing for any 
step which may prevent another great 
calamity of war. 

“I believe that this is a great step 
forward to civilization, a great moral 
step, a treaty over which nations must 
go before they can gu to war again. 

“So far as our neighbor Canada 
and ourselves are concerned. we really 
don’t need a treaty; we have a treaty 
written in the sentiments and hearts 
of our people from a long and intimate 
acquaintance.” 

remier King echoed the secretary 
of state’s sentiments, declaring that 
they were held in common by the peo- 
ple of all classes and parties through- 
out North America. 

“We share a common desire for 
peace,” he said, “and I think that the 
great gift of prosperity which has come 
to our respective countries is due in 
a very large measure to the fact that 
we have not been concerned with war 
nor have ever been thinking in terms 
of war in respect to one another. On 
the contrary, we have accepted. the 
normal relations of neighbors and have 
done all we could to make the peo- 
ples as happy and as friendly as pos- 
sible.” 

Mr. Kellogg said that he would not 
engage in any conversations regarding 
the Franco-British naval understand- 
ing. He added that he was not going 
to make any speeches in Europe, not 
even at the signing of the. treaty. 
Then he admitted: 

“Well, I must say just a few 
words.”

Isle De France Plane 
Lands Mail for France 
As Vessel Nears Port 


Paris, August 23.—(#)—The am- 
phibian plane carried by the French 
liner, lle de France, today made the 
first successful ship to shore flight on 
this side of the Atlantic, bringing 
mail to Le Bourget field. The ma- 
chine was catapulted from the steam- 
er’'s deck when the vessel was about 
100 miles West of the Scilly Isles, 
about 450 miles from port. 

The plane reached Cherbourg after 
a flight of 5 1-2 hours. Additional 
fuel was taken aboard there and the 
trip to Le Bourget field, outside of 
Paris, was completed in another two 
and one-half hours.

FIGURES THAT SHAME. 


‘An article by Frank I. Weller, As- 
sociated Press farm editor, prepared 
after careful research and accom- 
panied by a government chart, shows 
the glaring inequalities in highway 


» construction by states. 


In the states that have specific 
road paving systems Georgia stands 
among the lowest in the list, count- 


ing all roads that are reported by the 


highway department as ‘“‘paved;’ 
that is, the secondary or chert roads, 
the sand-clay roads, and the shoddy 
penetration surfacing that lasts for 
only a few months at most. 
entire state mileage the percentag 
is 11.7. 

There are few lower, and none 
in the southeast. North Carolina’s 
percentage is 37.6, all of which is 
permanent, whereas only a small 
portion of Georgia’s misnomered 
paving is permanent. 

The percentage in Florida is 42.9. 
In South Carolina it is 22.3, and in 
Alabama 27.7. 

Are the people of this state will- 
ing to stand for this sort of national 
‘advertising, and this retarding and 
obstructing economic condition, not 
to take into account the enormous 
expenses that are inexcusably fast- 
ened upon automobile owners who 
are paying one of the highest road 


taxes imposed in America? 


It is a shameful situation, made 
the more so by the patchwork plan 
that prevents connected highways, 
and almost stops motor traffic in 
seasons of rain and storm such as 
experienced last week.

Ancients. 

In spite of the astronomical di- 
mensions of the Rockefeller, Ford and 
other modern fortunes, some of the 


ancients had‘ an amount of wealth 
not at all to be sneezed at. Take 
Croesus, king of Lydia, for instance. 
Nobody knows how rich he was. But 
his name became synonymous with 
fabulous riches. An idea of his 
wealth may be gained from the ac- 
eount in Herodotus on the propitia- 
tory offering he sent to the oracle at 
Delphi to get a favorable prognosis 
for a war he intended to wage against 
the Persians. His bid for success 
consisted of a pyramid of 117 bricks 
of solid gold, weighing 400 pounds 
apiece. The whole was surmounted 
by a golden lion weighing 800 pounds. 
In addition there was a collection of 
bowls of gold, silver, necklaces and 
money. At present-day calculations 
the total value'of this gift to the gods 
amounted to $200,000,000. But ap- 
parently it wasn’t enough, for Croesus 
did not obtain the victory he craved. 
Certain of Croesus’ relatives seem to 
have been quite as well off as he 
himself. Pythius, one of his distant 
kin, is pictured as giving Xerxes a 
token of his esteem in the form of 
money to the amount: of $24,000,000. 
When Xerxes hesitated, Pythius as- 
sured him that it was a mere trifle 
that he happened to have on hand. 
Solomon, in whose days “silver was as 
dross” in Jerusalem, had an income 
equivalent to $20,000,000 a year, 
which puts the Hebrew king in the 
Rockefeller class. Diodorus estimates 
the wealth of the Pharaoh Rameses 
III at $10,000,000,000 in the buying 
values of this day. So if the poor 
were always with us, the rich were 
not very far behind. z

tute of Public Af- 
fairs,” which closed 
on Saturday at the 
University of Vir- 
ginia, proved to be 
one of the most in- 
teresting symposi- 
ums of thoughts and 
‘sentiments that has 
occurred in recent 
times. 


It was not a com- 
mercial chautauqua, 
with boiler-plate 
lecturers, yodlers, 
magicians and al- 
leged prima donnas. 
It was a congress of 
authoritative minds 

and every way worthy of the dignity 
and high repute of the great classic 
institution conceived in the fertile 
brain of Thomas Jefferson and found- 
ed by his enthusiasm and enterprise. 
It will doubtless become an annual 
auxiliary to the educational service 


of the university.

A Free, Uncensored Forum. 
The greater virtue of the institute 
was the fact that the forum set up 
in it was free and uncensored by any 
dictates of partisanship, whether ra- 


cial, religious, or political. Men and 
women of all parties and persuasions 
were invited to speak and to conduct 
the round-table discussions. They 
were representative educators, pub- 
licists, editors, officials and distin- 
guished laymen, who came from many 
states stretching from Massachusetts 
to Wyoming. 

All the salient public interests of 
the nation were brought under review 
by experts in their activities or in 
the scientific researches engendered by 
them. Thus was obtained mosaics 
from “best minds” coming from 39d 
states and six foreign countries, and 
viving a total registration of over 
twelve hundred attendants, exclusive 
of the general public.

A Constitution Forum Needed.

"Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


IS DAMPNESS A HAZARD. — 
One of the hardiest traditions of 
of hygiene is the notion that damp- 
ness is injirious to health. ‘This no- 
tion came down to us from our be- 


malaria prevailed in swamp regions 
and wrongly deduced from that fact 
the conclusion that malaria depended 
on some miasm effluyium or other 


damp ground. To this day plenty 
of Jaymen harbor precisely such a 
delusion, and health or sanitary au- 
thorities encounter considerable trou- 
ble in carrying out real preventive 
measures against malaria because the 
real preventive measures do not im- 
press the untutored layman as being 
adequate. -Anybody with fair intel- 
ligence in regard to hygiene and san- 
itation knows that malaria is caused 
only by the bite of a certain breed of 
mosquito, called Anopheles, never by 
the bite of the common mosquito, Cu- | 


lex, that prevails in all parts of the! 
country. Unless one is bitten by the 
female of Anopheles (the males do 
not bite man) it is impossible to con- ; 
tract malaria, no matter how swampy | 
or damp the soil or ‘the climate. 
Unfortunately there are other vague 
traditions associated with the ques- 
tion of dampness of soil, air, cloth- 


ing, buildings, basements, cellars, work , 


rooms, bedrooms, living rooms, that 
cannot be readily dismissed. Still 
more unfortunately, a lot of our med- 
ical and sanitary authorities -of of- 
ficers are oldtimes, beyond the physi- 
ological age when it is possible to 
change the mind once a theory, fancy 
or conviction has been formed, and 
these oldtimers are fond of making 
just such erratic conclusions from 
their observations, particularly in re- 
spect to diseases we do not under- 
stand much better than our forefath- 
ers understood malaria. Thus “rheu- 
matism’’—whatever the oldtimers may 
mean. by the term—and “colds,” what- 
ever anybody imagines they may be— 
are still vigorously ascribed to damp- 
ness by the oldtimers. 

The federal health authorities, for 
example, have listed the occupation 
of federal meat inspection as a “haz- 
ardous” one, by reason of the exposure 
to wet, dampness and cold the in- 
pectors must encounter in their work. 
Probably the federal health authori- 
ties made what they call a “survey,” 
with a tabulation of the illness among 
meat inspectors over a_ period of 
months, and then calmly but firmly 
drew their funny conclusion that-the 
work is “hazardous” and likely to 
cause “rheumatism” and ‘‘colds.” 

Now here is what the federal meat 
inspector thinks about it—obviously 
he isn’t seeking a pension from the 
vovernment or anything like that: 

“Dear Dr. Brady: I have worked 
in the packing houses for the last 
25 years, often in cold damp cellars 
with a temperature of 34 to 38 de- 
grees, going from the cold out into 
the heat and from the heat back into 
the cold. My belief is that men en- 
gaged in this work have no more 
‘colds’ than other working people. 
Sometimes we must stand most of the 
day in water two or three inches 
deep. If our shoes leak at all we 
cut a hole in them so that the water 
will run out. From my experience 
and observation I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that dampness or cold does not 
give a person any disease or injure 
his health, even if it is pretty un- 
comfortable at time. S.J. M.” 

The real hazard for federal meat 
inspectors, I should say, is that the 
federal health authorities may string

He has taken them 
into his confidence. He covered the 
whole field without evasion on any 
issue.

speech ; evasion in the Hoover speech.” 


CRISP IN ACCORD 
WITH SMITH. 


Americus, Ga., August 23.—Con- 
gressman Charles R. Crisp at his 
home in Americus today declared he 
is in accord with Governor Al Sniith 
in all of his views as expressed in 
his acceptance speech, except those re- 
lating to prohibition. In the matter 
of prohibition Judge Crisp says he; is 
squarely opposed to any change in tlre 
present prohibition laws of the na- 
tion.

Quizzed on Alleged Bribes. 


McCutcheon asked Cronheim if he 
agreed with Ford to bribe members 
of council.

of the money to pay council members.” 

Quizzed by Councilman Barrett, 
Cronheim said that he had not wanted 
to name the councilmen, and asked 
by McCutcheon if it was for the rea- 
son .that he did not want to be im- 
plicated in bribery, Cronheim replied, 
“No,” 

Councilman White asked Cronheim 
when Ford first mentioned paying the 
councilmen, and the witness replied 
that it was about a month after the 
contract was signed, in 1927. 

White asked Cronheim is he_real- 
ized that he would be subject to pros- 
ecution if councilmen were bribed. 
Cronheim replied that he protested 
against any bribery and said he would 
not be a party to it. 

“But vou put the deal over after 
Ford told you councilmen would have 
to be bribed?” White persisted, 

“You have misquoted me. I told 
the mayor I did not know of any 
council member getting money.” 

Here White stood up and declared | 
that he would bring “it all out.” | 

“You haven't answered my question. 
Look at me,” White commanded. ‘You 
put over the deal when bribery was 
mentioned knowing you would be sub- 
ject to criminal prosecution?” 


Branch Objects. 


Attorney Branch jumped to his feet 
and objected, stating that White had 
started out with one hypothesis and 
wound up with another. “Cronheim 
stated that no such think should be 
done, that he was not a party and 
would not consent .to be a party to 
it,” Branch said. 

White insisted that as a member of 
the committee he had a right to ques- 
tion the witness as he saw fit, and

proceeded, asking if Cronheim “knew 
if it was against the law to 
councilmen and that it would make | 
him an accessory.” Cronheim replied | 
that he knew it was against the law. | 
and that he immediately went to Ford | 
and protested. 

“Why did you not report it to the | 
mayor?”

“Tt was none of my business,” Cron- | 
heim retorted.

had two prominent lawyers, Cronheim 
replied that he did not at that time, 
but when he “found out what Ford 
was trying to put over he found it 
necessary.” 

Ties became scared, eh®’ White 
said. . 

Hartsfield then requested all mem- 
bers of the committee to refrain from 
expressing their viewpoints. Cron- 
heim said he wanted to ask White a 
question, “You are appointed on a 
committee to investigate, and you ex- 
pect witnesses to give the facts?’ 
“Yes,” White replied. “You threaten 
a witness with a $50,000 suit and ex- 
pect him to tell the truth,” Cronheim 
said. 


White asked Cronheim, “Is it true 
that you named the councilmen Nat- 
urday to draw the fire off ourself 
and throw it into council,” to which 
Jronheim replied: “I told that be- 
cause I was asked for facts.” 

Councilman Barrett asked Cron- 
heim why he gave “$1,666.66 as a 
part of the money to bribe council- 
men?” to which Branch objected as 
not being a fair question, for “there 
is not anvthing in Cronheim’s testi- 
mony to base the question on.” Bar- 
rett changed his question, and asked 
if he only received $5,000, Cronheim 
replied that was the amount he* was 
promised to start with. 

Diseovery of Contract. 

Considerable testimony was devoted 
to the finding of the commission con- 
tract by Cronheim, A. J. MeBride 
testified that he witnessed the signa- 
tures on the document, and that he 
did not see the three men sign but 
that when he was called in to witness 
it they acknowledged the signatures. 
McBride said there were three copies. 

Miss M. White, stegpgrapher in 
Cronheim’s office, admitted writing 
the contract at dictation, and said it 
was made in triplicate, but she did 
not see it signed, nor had she heard 
any conversations relative to the ne- 
gotiations. She found the commission 
contract at 2:30 o’elock Thursday 
afternoon in an. old file, she _ said. 
Whenever Ford and Smith called on 
Cronheim, the conversations took 
place in the private office, she said. 

Etheridge said he wanted the certi- 
fied copy of the resolution of couneil 


proposing to lease the tract included 
in the record. Hartsfield then told- 
the official stenographer to put into 
the record the lease paper and other 
related papers into the record, as well 
as the commission agreement contract, 
transcripts of the bank accounts of 
E. A. Ford, C. M. Ford, S. P. Cron- 
heim, Inc., J. A. Smith and the com- 
mission account of C. M. Ford with 
Turman & Brown into the _ record. 
The committee then recessed. 

Chairman Hartsfield called the ses- 
sion to erder after a short recess and 
stated that the committee was ready 
to close its investigation into the park 
purchase. 


Asks For All Evidence. 


“But before we do so,” Mr. Harts- 
field said, “I am addressing myself 
to everyone in this room and to every- 
one within hearing of my voice. Does 
anyone here know anything more 
about the matter that this committee 
is investigating, or does anyone know 
of anyone who knows anything more 
about this matter which should come 
before this committee? 

“If so, this committee wants to 
hear it. We do not want to close 
this investigation if there is anyone 
who knows anything about the matter. 
This investigation has been pushed 
to the utmost and it has been em- 
barrassing, but I want to say on be- 
half of my colleagues on this com. 
mittee that we have conducted this 
investigation into this matter without 
fear or favor, no matter where it 
went or how it went in an effort te 
ascertain the truth. 

“Since I hear no one who has any 
further information to bring before 
this committee, this investigation is 
closed. We will await the prepara- 
tion of the official record until I call 
the committee together to prepare our 
report.’”’ 

Chairman Hartsfield after adjourn- 
ment, stated that it would probably 
take two weeks to transcribe the offi. 
cial report of the proceedings. 

“This testimony has been extremely 
voluminous,” he said. “The officia 
reporter told me tonight that he hax 
taken down 90,000 words prior to the 
meeting tonight.

Rocky Point, R. I., August 23.—(/P) 
The proposal of Gevernor Smith, 
democratic presidential nominee, for

The Kansas senator departed from 
a prepared speech promising fuller 
tariff protection to take issue with 
the democratic nominee here in the 
governor's neighboring state, and in 
one of the two states which failed to 
ratify the eighteenth amendment. Sen- 
ator Curtis told how he had enforced 
the Kansas dry law back in 1885 and 
recalled his speegh of acceptance in 
which he had declared against repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment or of the 
Volstead act. 

“I am giving you this for what it 
is worth,” the senator told the re- 
publican leaders and workers of the 
state who crowded the baseball park 
of this amusement center to listen to 
him and other repubican speakers. 

“Our friends on the other side are 
trying to fool the American people. 
They are making promises in regard to 
prohibition which you know under the 
constitution of the United States it 
will be impossible for them to keep.” 

Senator Curtis did not refer to Gov- 
ernor Smith by name nor specify his 
proposal which calls for amendment 
of both the eighteenth amendment and 
of the Volstead act. As he swung 
vigorously into a discussion of pro 
hibition and told how he had closed up 
58 saloons in Topeka, Kans., during 
his two terms as prosecuting attorney 
he received scattering applause.

issue of $25,000,000 to $35,000,000: 
the zoning or highway district plan 
and a state bond issue of $50,000,000 
based on the gasoline tax.

Clark Howell Speaks. 


The solution of the highway prob- 
lem in Georgia is to abandon the 
county unit plan and have a state- 
wide system instead, declared Clark 
Ifowell, editor of The Constitution, in 
an address at a luncheon given the 
committee Thursday afternoon at the 
Ansley hotel. 

Mr. Howell urged that a definite 
program for state-wide construction of 
roads be taken before the legislature 
next year by the county commission- 
ers, expressing his belief that the 
present system of operating the high- 
way department is all wrong. 

Mr. Howell pointed out that the 
large cities of Georgia want good 
roads and want them now, and that 
the cities would bear 90 per cent of 


the cost of paving under a state-wide 
plan. Georgia’s highway  develop- 
ment is being retarded by counties 
which pay only one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of the cost of the state roads, 
he said.

spend one dollar more,” he said. “We 
have spent in Georgia $100,000,000 
on good roads, while the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state is less than 
$5,000,000 and we are in debt $382,-

Losing Millions. 

Georgia is losing millions of dol- 
lars every year because of the con- 
dition of the roads, Mr. Howell said. 
adding that he does not blame the 
highway department, because it _— is 
working under a system forced upon 
it by the state. Mr. Howell pointed 
out that both candidates for governor 
have urged in their platforms that 
Georgia be taken out of the mud now. 

The present road situation was de- 
scribed by Mr. Howell as intolerable, 
as he pointed out that good roads 
boost land prices in North Carolina to 
$500 an acre, where lands reached by 
poor roads in Georgia are hard to seil 
at $10 an acre. The Georgia roads 
blow away in summer and wash away 
in winter, he said. Mr. Howell said 
that while motorists are sure of mak- 
ing Macon without trouble from At- 
lanta, there were more than 1,000 mo- 
torists stranded between Atlanta and

Bohemian Star Brushes 
Aside Stars of Other 
Races in Western Meet.

Bob O’Link Club, Chicago, August 
23,—(#)—The time was when the 
Seotch and then the English monopo- 
lized the high places in golfdom. Then 
the Germanic race rose up in the per 
son of Walter Hagen and later ‘the 
Latins, through Gene Sarazen and 
some others, with Amerieans shining 
now and then. 

But today a race new to golfing

Thus he won his way to the semi- 
finals of the western amateur golf 
championship along with Lawrence 
Moller, a Notre Dame student; Frank 
Dolp, of Portland, 1926 titleholder, 
and Chick Evans, seeking his ninth 
championship in this event. 

Moller, with fair golf, defeated Rial 
Rolfe, of Chicago, twice big ten 
champion for Illinois; 3 and 2, while 
Dolp, scoring within one stroke of 
par for 33 holes over a soggy course, 
defeated Ira Couch, of Chicago, 4 
and 3. Evans, playing.excellent golf 
most of the way, handily defeated 
Kenneth Hisert, twice big ten cham- 
pion for Chicago. 

But Gus Novotny, who never won 
anything of renown, although he was 
once runner-up to Rolfe in the big 
ten championship, took the eye of the 
large gallery with the stolid and at 
times brilliant game he exhibited in 
overcoming the veteran Willing, who 
was twice a member of the American 
Walker cup team, and has a reputa- 
tion round the world for marvelous 
putting and sharp scoring in a pinch. 

Novotny had not started auspicious- 
ly in the play, taking 152 strokes to 
qualify as compared to the leading 
seore of 141, returned by John Daw- 
son. But he went out the next day 
and with a better game defeated Don 
Stein, of Seattle, defending champion, 
until Gus got through with him. 

Dr. Willing made a spectacular fin- 
ish, but to no use as Novotny was 
dead for a par four on the final hole, 
Willing missed his -second shot and 
the ball landed in a pool of water in 
a trap short of the green. He pitched 
out marvelously well, the pellet 
emerging from a spray of water to 
land five feet from the cup, whence 
he holed for a half. 

The best golf of the day was scored 
by Dolp, although his opponent, 
Couch, was even better until the last 
few holes, “The former champion 
reached the first quarter post in 37, 
but was two down, as Couch had tak- 
en one off par with a 35, including 
a birdie three at the first hole and a 
four at the 500-yvard sixth. Dolp in- 


creased his speed to par 36 on the 
homeward trip, 


while Couch took 39 
because his wooden shots went wild 
for three holes. This allowed the Ore- 
gonian to adjourn for luncheon one 
up, having scored 73 to Couch’s 74. 

Most attention was paid by the 
gallery to the veteran, Chick Evans 
and the spectators were well reward- 
ed, Chick, although not pressed and 
lapsing here and there, hit nearly all 
his shots well.

His contention is he did not violate 
the letter of the rule inasmuch as his 
articles did not appear until three days 
after the matches mentioned had been 
played,- nor were they of sufficient 
detail to be termed ‘“‘coverage’, as the 
newspaper term is defined.

New York, August 23.—(P)—A de- 
cline of nearly $23,000,000 in federal 
reserve brokers’ loans, in the face of 
a rising price movement during the 
past week, was the outstanding devel- 
opment in today’s financial markets. 
The figures, which were not made 
public until long after the close of 
the market, took Wall street compiecte- 
ly by surprise. Heavy selling of 
stocks, based on expectations of a 
large increase, took place throughout 
the day, giving the market an irreg- 
ular appearance despite aggressive 
pool operations which lifted more than 
high 
records. 

Call Money Steady. 

Call money renewed unchanged at 
7 per cent and held steady at that 
figree all day. Banks called $20,- 
000,000 in loans but these were easily 
replaced, and it looked for a time 
as though money would. go lower. 
Time money held firm at 61-2 per 
cent and there was no chance in prime 
commercial paper rates. The York 
Federal Reserve bank announced no 
change in the 5 per cent rediscount 
rate. 

In view of the approaching govern- 
ment financing, and the fact that any 
further stiffening in rates probably 
would depress sterling and lead to 
importation of gold, Wall’street does 
not expect any immediate increase in 
money rates, 

Reviyal of wild speculation of a 
few months ago probably would neces- 
sitate further drastic measures on the 
part of federal reserve authorities to 
curtail the yolume of speculative cred- 
it.

ed a drop of $22,099,000 in loans. 


bringing the total down to $4,201,131,- 
000 as against $3,168,074,000 a year 
ago. Loans of banks for their own 
account showed a gain of $25,436,000. 
Loans for the account of out-of-town 
banks dropped $44,294,000 and loans 
for the account of others showed a 
shrinkage of $5,241,000. 

Copper shares came to the fore 
again today on reports of steadily 
improving trade conditons. American 
Smelting was the leader, climbing 
8 1-4 points to a new high record for 
all time at 2293-4. Greene Cananea 
moved up 3 points and Anaconda 2. 
while Kennecott and Granby moved 
into new high ground. 

Revival of speculative activity and 
strength in Chrysler, which ran up 
more than 4 points to a new record 
high at 98 7-8 and then slipped back 
to 96 1-2, featured the motor group. 
General Motors closed ractionally 
higher at 1871-8 after having touched 

National Cash Register, which has 
the same market sponsorship as Ra- 
dio, was again heavily bought, climb- 
ing more than 3 points to a new rec- 
ord high at 773-4. Other issues 
to move into new high ground in- 
cluded Associated Dry Goods, Ameri- 
ean Linseed, American Express, Allied 
Chemical, Brockway Motors, Drug, 
Inc., Electric Auto Lite, Purity Bak- 
ing common and preferred and Mort- 
gomery Ward. 

Exchanges Quiet. 

Park & Tilford ran up nearly 4 
points on reports that a substantial 
interest in the company had been ac- 
quired by western capitalists. Ad- 
ams Express, Burroughs Adding Ma- 
chine, Cushmans Sons, Fidelity-Phe- 
nix Insurance, International Silver, 
Midland Steel Products preferred and 
National Tea ran up 5 to 14 points. 
A jump of nearly 7 points in Dela- 
ware & Hudson featured the rail 
group. 

Foreign exchange trading was quiet 
and featureless, sterling cables hold- 
ing steady around $4.85 1-4. 

Threats of frost damage in Canada 
stimulated the buying of wheat, which 
advanced 2 to 3 points a bushel. Cot- 
ton lost 50 cents to $1 a bale. Coffee 
and sugar were firmer.

TRUST REVEALED 


New York, August 23.—(P)— A 
tribute of $18,500,000 a year is levied 
against consumers of Kosher poultry 
in the New York area by the so-called 


poultry trust, federal officials assert- 
ay. 

Seventy-one men will be arraigned 

fore Judge Julian Mack tomorrow 
on information filed by the govern- 
ment charging criminal] Violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. Govern- 
ment agents characterize the trust as 
a gigantic conspiracy to mulct the 
public by means of price-fixing, re- 
Straint of trade, threats, violence 
and intimidation directed against deal- 
ers who refuse to follow the bidding 
of the trust. 

The government charges that as a 
result of the trust's machinations con- 
Sumers have been forced to pay an 
overcharge of from 7 to 10 cents a 
pound on spring chicken and in addi- 
tion dealers have been forced to pay 
from 1 to 11-2 cents a pound on all 
poultry sold to pay gangsters employed 
by the trust to compel dealers to 
deal only with specified wholesalers. 

Of the 4,176,000 pounds of live poul- 
try which come into New York every 
week, 3,758,400 pounds are intended 
for the use of orthodox Jews, and 
federal officials declared the greater 
part of this is subject to the imposi- 
tions of the trust. 

Independent dealers have been giy- 
en the protection of federal agents as 
& result of the bombing in Brook- 
lyn last Sunday of the home of an 
independent dealer, who had supplied 
the authorities with valuable informa- 
tion. David Hirshorn. president of 
the Greater New York Poultry Deal- 
ers’ Chamber of Commerce, is being 
held without bail as a suspect in the 
bombing.

Market Sets Furious Pace in 
Early Trading; Chrysler Again 
Outstanding Feature; Cotton 
Exchange Will Be Closed From 
September 1 to September 4. 


New York, August 23.—Following 
two three million share days the stock 
market started out this morning at a 
rapid pace with the ticker again fall- 
ing behind trading on the stock ex- 
change floor. By the end of the first 
hour there was marked slowing down 
with trading coming to a halt by 
noc. the ticker repeatedly standing 
still. Outside of Chrysler, Montgom- 
ery Ward, American Smelters and a 
few others, the last named causing 
some activity in the copper shares, 
the stock market appeared to be wait- 
ing for the weekly brokers’ loan state- 
ment due. after the close. In _ the 
last hour trading was more active. 

Call money renewed at 7 per cent 
with the banks calling $20,000,000 be- 
fore noon. ‘Time money remained at 
61-2 per cent. ‘There was an in- 
crease of 1-2 per cent in prime bank 
acceptances to 61-2 per cent. 

Ajax Rubber reported a net loss 
for the half year of $846,000 after 
depreciation and readjustment of in- 
ventories. This is in line with the 
statements published by United States 
Rubber and other rubber companies. 

Chairman Seger of the United 
States Rubber company has been ac- 
tive in the management of the crude 
rubber pool formed by his company 
and other rubber manufacturing cor- 
porations together with practically all 
of the prominent automobile com- 
yanies with the exception of Ford. 
oe the past few days rumors have 
been widely circulated that the rub- 
ber pool had dissolved after having 
taken a large loss as a result of this 
year’s collapse in crude rubber prices. 
Seger denied these rumors today add- 
ing: “The shrinkage in the value of 
crude rubber has been written off on 
the rubber held by the pool and the 
loss apportioned to various partici- 
pants but the activities of the pool 
will continue.” 

Southern Pacifie reports July gross 
earnings at $25,714,000 up $776,000 
compared with a year ago with net 
of $5,040,000 up $1,140,000. 

For the seven months gross of $166,- 
037,000 is down $930,000 but net of 
$26,892,000 is up $2,970,000. Evi- 
dently the company has been pinch- 
ing maintenance appropriations, 

Long Holiday Voted. 

Governors of the New York Cotton 
Exchange have voted to close Satur- 
day, September 1, making a holiday 
from Friday over Labor day until 
Tuesday, September 4. A petition to 
close the stock exchange Saturday, 
September 1, has een circulated 
among members for the past week. In 
recent years the stock exchange has 
refused to grant extra holidays, but

during the recent unprecedented bull | 
stock market it became necessary to’ 


close every Saturday for weeks to 
give clerks a chance to catch up with 
back work. Many prominent street 
men are now away to continue their 
vacation until after Labor day. 

A round of prominent banks in the 
financial district shows these insti- 
tutions about half manned as far as 
officers and partners are concerned. 

Undoubtedly something interesting 
attracted Hale Holden to resign as 
executive head of Burlington to go 
with Southern Pacific. Helden has 
been president of Burlington for 
many years, having been placed in 
that position by James J. Hill. Usually 
well-informed Wall street has doubts, 
however, as to the basis of truth in 
the rumors now being circulated that 
Southern Pacific is going to take 
over other lines forming a system of 
35,000 miles. There is such a thing 
as getting a railroad system so large 
that it cannot be operated economi- 
cally and efficiently. Southern Fa- 
cific officials, for years, had n 
working hard before Harriman died 
in September of 1909 to get the com- 
pany'’s extensive mileage in this coun- 
try and in Mexico in smooth running 
shape. The feeling in well-informed 
Wall street is that as soon as this

job has been satisfactorily 
Southern Pacific will increase 
dividend from 6 to 7. 


Call money on the outside was 
loaned after noon at 61-2 per cent, 
indicating that the supply on the 
stock exchange floor was larger than 
the demand. 

Chrysler was strong and active on 
the news that the company is to sell 
common stock to raise working capi- 
tal. The amount of stock to be sold 
now is only 30,000 shares. Last 
month, however, the shareholders au- 
thorized an increase in common stock 
from 3,200,000 shares no par value, 
to 6,000,000 shares for the purpose of 
buying Dodge and making future ad- 
ditions to working capital. 

There will not be anything In the 
way of rights to the shareholders on 
an offering of only 30,000 shares of 
stock; but speculative Wall street is 
convinced that Chrysler has plans for 
further expansion which will require 
additional capital and the smallh 
amount of new stock to be sold is 
taken as a sign that in the future 
needed working capital will be raised 
through the sale of stock to be offered 
to shareholders with rights. 

American Smelting shot up another 
seven points in the first hour to above 
228. This year’s low for the ‘stock 
was 169. During the war Smelters 
sold as high as 123 but in the post- 
war deflation in the stock market the 
price dropped to 29 1-4 in 1920 sell- 
ing at 29 5-8 in 1921 and at 43 5-8 
in 1922 or long after the recovery 
from post-war deflation started in the 
stock market as a whole. When the 
big bull stock market really started in 
1924 on the growing abundance of 
easy money Smelters was still selling 
as low as 5 71-2. In 1925 the stock 
could have been bought for 90 3-8 
It was not 
until last year that Smelters really 
got under way in the advance which 
carried the price to today’s new high 
for all time, the advance in 1928 being 
from 135 1-8 to 188 3-8. The predic- 
tion has been made in this column re- 
peatedly within the last two years that 
it was only a matter of time until the 
company’s large current and accumu- 
lated earnings would reward those 
who held on to the stock. Wall street’s 
best guess is that a split up in the 
stock is not far off.
